more than 4 million in the 
past 12 months . . . This will 
be the year’s toughest week- 
end for housewives. Eight 
football games will be tele- 
cast. Three are today (East-

games. Then on Monday, there

It is an an- 
nouncement that the program 
will originate in Hollywood, 
because that’s “the Nation’s 
entertainment capital.” It also 
happens to be where Bishop 
has made his home for the 
past seven years . . . Taff 
Broadcasting has acquired 
Hanna - Barbera Productions 
Inc., home of Yogi Bear, Frad 
Flintstone and Huckleberry 
Hound. Purchase price / is 
about $12 million, which ought 
to keep Yogi Bear in honey 
for a long time . . . The Sun- 
day “Frank McGee Report” 
will have an interview with 
three American draft dodgers 
in Canada.
